For All Pupils 
Crash 
PISD Requires 
Immunizations 


Parents of students new to the Plano 
Independent School District should 
begin to insure that their children 
meet the state health regulations for 
students, according to school health 
director Winnie Lyle. 
Those regulations stipulate that 
each student in grades K-5 must be 
immunized against polio, diptheria, 
tetanus, Red measles and German 
measles. Older students are only 
required to have had polio, diptheria 
and tetanus boosters after having 
completed the regular immunization 
series. 
“This m eans that students in kin­ 
dergarten through the fifth grade 
must have had a series of three doses 
of vaccine for polio, tetanus and 
diptheria and that the last dose must 
have been administered after the 
student was four years old,’ Mrs. Lyle 
said. 
“Those sam e children need to have 
had one dose of German measles 
vaccine and either one dose of Red 
measles vaccine or the illness to the 
age 
of 
12 
to 
meet 
present 
requirements, she continued. 
For students 12 years and older, no 
immunization is required for either 
Red or German measles. Students in 
grades 6-12 must have had a series of 
three immunizations or boosters for 
diptheria and tetanus within the last 
IO years and a polio booster since the 
age of four, Mrs. Lyle said. 
"If the number of doses required 
have been received, but the last dose 
was before the time stated, then an 
additional dose of polio, diptheria or 
tetanus vaccine is required,” she 
explained. 
The health director also noted that a 
signed statem ent from a physician or 
the Health Department certifying that 
the immunizations have beer ad-

Surplus Mexican Gas Could 
Warm Yankees This Winter 


HOUSTON (UPI) — Natural gas 
from Mexico may help ease American 
shortages as early as this winter. 
Mexico, which already has more 
gas than it needs, is in the process of 
exploring newly discovered major 
reserves such as the Reforma field. A 
spokesman for an American natural 
gas company said Reforma “ may be 
more important than the north slope 
of Alaska and development of these 
reserves could make Mexico one of 
the world’s largest exporters of oil 
and gas.” 


The United States, on the other 
hand, has not been. able to meet 
demand with domestic gas supplies 
and last winter the shortages forced 
factory shutdowns in the Midwest and 
East. 
Six American energy companies 
Thursday said a tentative deal with 
the Mexican oil and gas agency could 
provide additional natural gas this 
winter. 
Lew Bullion of Tenneco, Inc., said 
up to 50 million cubic feet per day may 
be available as early as the 1977-78 


heating season from Northeastern 
Mexican gas fields. 
Bullion said the companies plan to 
buy 2 billion cubic feet of surplus 
Mexican gas daily when Petroleos 
M exicanos com pletes a 750-mile 
pipeline from the C hiapas and 
Tabasco fields to the border 
The six-year contract, intended to 
ease the nation’s worsening natural 
gas shortage, would peg the price of 
gas imported from Mexico to the 
heating value price of No. 2 fuel oil in 
New York Harbor. 


DETROIT (UPI) — If your last 
name is Yates, there’s a possibility 
your great-grandfather was the first 
man in America to drive one of the 
first Model A’s off Henry Ford’s 
assembly line. 
On July 20,1903, a Dr. H W. Yates of 
Detroit took delivery of Model A No. 4 
— 35 days after the Ford Motor Co. 
was organized. 
No one knows what happened to 
Model A’s No 1,2 or 3. Ford archivists 
think company officials kept them •— 
the first executives’ cars. 
For that m atter, no one knows what 
happened to No. 4, either. 
Yates paid $750 for that 1903 Model 
A. If it’s still in existence, it’s 
probably worth closer to $30,000 to a 
private collector. 
In connection with its 75th an­ 
niversary, 
Ford 
has 
launched 
a 
worldwide “ treasure hunt” for any 
1903 Model A cars — not to be con­ 
fused with the Model A’s introduced in 
1928 — that might still be undis­ 
covered. 
No great prize is involved, just a 
free lunch with Ford executives next 
June 16 — the 75th anniversary of the 
founding of the company — and a 
commemorative plaque. 
Ford built 1,708 Model A’s during 
the company’s first 15 months in 
existence. It knows where 40 of them 
are — the oldest, No. 28, now lodged in 
the Panhandle Plains Museum in 
Canyon, Texas. 
George DeAngelis, an antique car 
expert and a m em ber of Ford’s 75th 
anniversary committee, said some of 
the original Model A’s are known to be 
in the hands of private collectors and 
museums. The Henry Ford Museum 
in Dearborn, established by the com­ 
pany’s founder, has two of them. 
“ We think this search is unique in 
automotive history,” says DeAngelis. 
“ We know there are more than a few 
Model A’s around, despite their age 
and the limited number built. But how 
many and where we don’t know.” 
To aid the search, here are some of 
the early owners: 
Model A No. 5 was delivered to the 
Ohio Motor Car Co. in Cleveland in 
July 23,1903. No. 6 went to the Canada 
Cycle and Motor Co. in Toronto on 


Aug. I and H.M. Jewitt of Detroit took 
delivery of Model A No 7. 
DeAngelis doubts many of the 
Model A’s will be found hidden away 
in barns or garages after this length of 
time.

HOUSTON (UPI) - Space 
agency engineers predict a 
key practical payoff of the 
space shuttle rocket plane 
now 
undergoing

testing in a California desert 
w ill be its contribution to the

“The 
techniques that we are 
developing now are going to 
be directly applicable to the 
next g eneration of com ­ 
m ercial vehicles in this 
country.” 
This w ill happen, he said in 
an interview, with the use of 
computerized flight control 
systems based on the one 
that

tra n sla te 
the 
desires of space shuttle 
pilots 
into 
precise 
m ovem ents 
of 
its 
aerodynam ic control su r­ 
faces. 
In most airplanes today, 
there is a direct mechanical 
or hydraulic link between 
the pilot and controls. In the 
winged space shuttle, this is 
replaced by a “ fly by wire” 
control system. 
The shuttle has four main 
flight control computers plus 
200 
electro n ic 
“ black 
boxes’’. 
The 
com puters 
receive commands from the 
pilots and their navigation 
system s, 
perform

elevator, flap and elevons, 
which combine the functions 
of elevators and ailerons in 
ordinary airplanes. 
This is something like the 
human body works. The eyes 
and ears sense what is going 
on and signal the brain to 
react. 
The

The shuttle pilots can have 
the flight control system fly 
the ship autom atically if 
they want. Or they can fly in 
what is called the control 
stick mode. This is expected 
to be the normal way of 
operating the shuttle.

They also have the option

This is ex­ 
pected to be a very difficult 
way to fly the shuttle. 
Kraft said use of

“We will be able to build 
airplanes that are basically 
stable because of the elec­ 
tronics in the vehicle rather 
than the aerodynamics of the 
vehicle as has been the case 
in the past,” he said.

\Boots Fit to Bury9 


The FCC states that it is the responsibility of all radio hobbyists, both CB and “ham” to 
limit their modulation percentage to IOO percent. Many people, particularly those new to the 
hobby, are not too sure exactly what this means. 
“Modulation” (or “talk power” ) is the process of varying a radio wave at the rate at which 
we are speaking into a microphone. The microphone emits a minute voltage w hich's am­ 
plified and applied to the radio “carrier” wave. It is called a “carrier” because it transports 
the spoken “audio” communication. As you know, voice communication, by itself, will not 
travel very far, but will when impressed on a radio wave. The percentage of modulation is 
determined by the magnitude of audio voltage in relation to the carrier. 
Nearly all “ham” and some CB radio sets have front panel microphone gain controls. It is a 
sign of a better transceiver and worth the slightly extra money. Some radios even have built 
in “limiter” circuits which can prevent over-modulation and accompanying “bleed-over”. A 
IOO percent modulated signal is the ideal “best performance” situation and carries the most 
communications “punch”. When modulation is in excess of IOO percent, an extra-wide poor 
quality splattering signal is sure to result. This is the reason that the FCC limits modulation 
to IOO percent. 
Some hobbyists have soft voices - others have booming voices. Some talk with the 
microphone close to their mouth, others at a distance. Modulation percentage is affected by 
the loudness of the voice speaking into the microphone. While a normal voice might modulate 
the radio set adequately, a wee little voice might only modulate 50 percent. 
Many CBS, particularly the less expensive ones, only modulate IOO percent when you speak 
in a loud voice and talking very close to the microphone. If a standard microphone is 
inadequate, or if the radio lacks sufficient preamplification, modulation can even be more 
seriously reduced. What this means is that, even if you have a good radio signal, your voice 
will not sound as loud or intelligible as it should. 
If you buy a radio set without a front panel microphone gain control and require more 
modulation, you can purchase an accessory called a “power mike”. Before you go to the 
expense, however, it is best to have the modulation checked by a licensed technician. Keep in 
mind that radio outlets are in business to sell equipment to the consuming public and some 
unscrupulous retailers might sell you a power mike without first determining your need for 
one. It happens every day. Probably more power mikes are in the hands of hobbyists that do 
not need them than any other accessory! 
You have all heard wide signals across two or more channels. A power mike is usually the 
reason. The owner was told that he would “get out further” with one. While it is true that 
higher modulation percentage does slightly increase your total output power, the increase 
that result from 70 percent to IOO percent modulation is so small, it is nearly non-existent. Do 
not let anyone tell you that a power mike will drastically increase your radio range... .it won’t. 
What it will do is make your voice seem more louder and intelligible....and that is only if your 
modulation percentage is inadequate to start with. 
The newer amplified microphones (those manufactured after January 1,1977) are required 
by law to have built in modulation limiting. Even these can be over-modulated, however, if 
the front panel gain control is set too high. 
Under no circumstances should you ever arbitrarily buy a power microphone. Power mikes 
should only be used where it has been absolutely determined by a qualified technician that 
one is needed. Too many radio hobbyists have been led to believe that a power microphone 
will increase your overall radiated power and range regardless of the present modulation 
percentage of the radio set it is to be used on. 
If increased radio range is what you want, then you would be far better off putting that 
money into a more efficient, higher gain, better located antenna. An antenna with a low 3 
decibel gain factor can effectively double your radiated power....something that no power 
mike could ever do.

A West Texas cowboy who 
wanted to be buried with his 
boots on would have second 
thoughts when he saw what 
one local cobbler offers. 
“Somebody who would buy 
working 
cowboy 
boots 
wouldn’t be caught 
dead 
with a pair of blue cowboy 
boots.” said Charles Wade, 
owner of Lusk's Boot Shop 
“The Lusk tradition was 
founded on dress boots.” 
That tradition dates back 
to 1946. when Willie Lusk 
rented a shop 
W’ithin six 
months he was six months 
behind in orders. 
“When a man puts on my 
boots, they don’t hurt his feet 
and he can walk straight,” 
Lusk once said. “That s the 
real glory of it.” 
During his heyday, Lusk 
made boots for many of the 
big 
name 
western 
en­ 
tertainers, including 
Hoot 
Gibson, Ray Price and Merle 
Haggard. 
Lusk died last 
year at age 62. 
Wade bought 
the 
shop 
from Lusk’s widow this 
spring 
and 
is 
trying 
to 
maintain the reputation. He 


was forced to move from the 
tiny shop located on the edge 
of downtown when the roof 
caved in during a thun­ 
derstorm to a small shop­ 
ping 
plaza 
in 
a 
busy 
residential 
neighborhood. 
The shop, a long, narrow 
warehouse, is a minature 
assemblyline, 
using three 
fulltim e bootmakers, all 
Lusk proteges. 
Evelyn Green cuts the top 
portion of boot from the 
stacks of different types of 
leather arranged on shelves 
in the back of the building 
She 
also 
stitches 
the 
elaborate 
patterns 
that 
decorate the leather. 
Then she turns the leather 
over to one of the two 
workers who shape the 
bottoms. 
“Everything is leather — 
there s not a nail in them.” 
said Joe McMelly, 53, who 
has been making boots since 
he was a teen-ager. Only 
glue and tiny wooden pegs 
that look like broken tooth­ 
picks hold them together. 
“They’ll last about three 
times as long as factory 
made boots,” he said. 


Sitting at a small wooden 
table with a jumble of pliers 
and rags scattered around, 
McMelley said it takes him 
about IO hours to finish a 
pair of boots, perhaps one 


reason he considers it a 
dying art. 
The Lusk boot starts at 
$225 
— 
and 
com es 
in 
everything from snake to 
shark 
But McMelly said 


once a person buys one pair, 
he’s likely sold on the 
comfort derived from the 
five separate foot measure­ 
ments and the quality of 
leather.

The Backyard Gardner By PATRICK DENTON 
Copley News Service 
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Summer Prime Problem Time 


This week I would like to 
tell my backyard gardening 
friends something about a 
very useful booklet about 
roses. It is called 1977 HAND­ 
BOOK FOR SELECTING 
ROSES — a Rose Buying 
Guide from the American 
Rose Society. 
This little booklet begins by 
listing the different classi­ 
fications of roses — hybrid 
tea, miniature, climber, 
rambler. Then follows 22 
pages of rose names, listed 
alphabetically. Following 
each rose is its classification 
so you will know what sort of 
rose it is — R for rambler for 
example. Then its color is 
given. 
Each rose is evaluated on a 
scale of IO — IO for perfect, 9 


to 9.9 for outstanding down to 
5.9 and lower for “of ques­ 
tionable 
value.” 
At the end of the booklet is 
given a handy list of especial­ 
ly highly rated roses, those 
rated 8.0 higher, to help sim­ 
plify the choosing of a new 
rose. This list is arranged 
with the roses divided into the 
different classes. All the 
highly rated hybrid teas are 
listed together, for example. 
Lastly, the booklet lists 
three 1977 All-American Rose 
Selections. I will mention 
them here, in case some 
readers might like to inquire 
locally about them right 
away. The Hybrid Tea rose 
that was chosen is called 
Double Delight, and is de­ 
scribed as probably one of the 


most outstanding hybrid tea’s 
ever 
produced.

has 
magnificent red and white

anise combined. 
The 1977 award-winning 
Floribunda is called First 
Edition. It has luminous coral 
flowers with a fluorescent 
glow that makes them stand 
out even on a cloudy day.

It is a 
brilliant, hot orange, shaded 
yellow at the base of the 
petals.

Believe it or not, it’s time 
to sta rt thinking 
about 
planting a fall garden. 
Thinking about a fall 
garden is sort of like trying 
to decide whether or not to 
trade your old car in for a 
new one - that old one sure 
has been good, and you 
might get a few more miles 
out of it yet. 
That’s the way most of us 
think about our old garden. 
We started it from seed! We 
nurtured it from a seedling!

That 
old car can only last so long 
before parts are worn and 
m aterials thin.

Moisture 
Can Be 
Stretched 
Hot, dry sum m er weather 
is here and that 
means 
following certain practices 
to “ stretch” the moisture 
available for your lawn and 
garden. 
“Wise use of available 
moisture helps keep your 
lawn and garden plants 
growing and healthy while at 
the sam e time reducing the 
amount of irrigation water 
re q u ire d .” 
points

Everett E. Janne, landscape

To start with, use a good 
mulch at least two inches 
deep around flowers, shrubs 
and 
other 
plants. 
This 
reduces evaporation loss 
from the soil surface, lowers 
the 
soil 
tem p eratu re, 
reduces weed growth and 
cuts down on soil cultivation. 
Shredded pine bark, pine 
straw, wood chips, chopped 
wheat or oat straw or other 
organic m atter is good for 
mulching. 
When watering, the hor­ 
ticultu rist 
recom m ends 
soaking the soil to a depth of 
six to IO inches. Of course, 
where the soil surface is 
sloping, reduce the rate of 
application to avoid ex­ 
cessive runoff. 
Deep watering encourages 
deep root penetration and 
provides a greater reservoir 
of moisture for plants. This 
enables plants to withstand 
dry 
weather 
better 
than 
when waterings are light and 
frequent. After a thorough 
soaking of the soil, watering 
can be delayed until plants 
begin to wilt. 
Apply 
fertilizer, 
in­ 
secticides or fungicides to 
plants only when there is 
adequate moisture in the 
soil. Severe foliage burn can 
occur if these m aterials are 
applied when 
plants 
are 
under w ater stre ss con­ 
ditions. Fertilize lawns when 
needed since a well-fertilized 
lawn will use w ater more 
efficiently and will require 
less water to keep it alive. 


sim ple. 
Most 
vegetable 
seeds germ inate rapidly in 
warm soils, and, since many 
vegetables are subtropical in 
origin, they grow faster in 
warm weather. Spring offers 
neither of these advantages. 
Just about the time when we 
have 
w arm 
soils 
and 
weather in the spring, the 
hot 
tem peratures 
destroy 
our beautifully 
growing 
plants. The fall starts hot, 
and then, as our plants reach 
maturity and bloom, 
the 
w eather 
cools 
and 
production begins. 
Another great thing about 
fall gardening in Texas is the 
ability to grow in the fall 
some vegetables that don’t 
do well in spring gardens. 
For instance, 
did your 


broccoli bloom pretty this 
spring? It will bloom and 
ruin much faster in the 
spring than in the fall and 
won’t produce nearly 
as 
many side shoots. Have you 
ever 
tried 
to 
grow 
cauliflower in the spring? 
Cauliflower is a cinch in the 
fall; and, of course, you have 
ca rro ts, brussel sprouts, 
collard greens and cabbage 
all “winter” long in many 
a re a s of Texas. L ettuce 
doesn’t bolt or form that 
weird, long stalk in the fall 
as quickly as it does in the 
spring.

I have used 
the booklet in choosing the 
roses for both my Tea rose 
bed and my Floribunda 
hedge, and have been very 
glad of this help in choosing. 
Along with my booklet this 
year the Rose Society sent 
along a most useful leaflet 
called Guidelines to Good 
Roses. It is dedicated to the 
idea that ANYONE, given 
knowledge of a few basic 
facts, can grow and enjoy 
roses — a perfect bit of litera­ 
ture for the backyard gar­ 
dener. 
There are also simple 
planting directions, and tips 
on fertilizing and insect and 
disease control. Beautifully 
simple pruning tips are 
given. The point is made that 
pruning is done in the spring 
when leaf buds first begin to 
sprout. Summer pruning is 
one with the cutting of blooms 
for the house, taking the stem 
off at an outward-pointing 
leaf, ensuring that file stub 
left will immediately develop 
flower-bearing wood. 


Summer is prim e insect- 
disease time.
